More About Amatenrism,

It would seem ms if trouble samong our
amatenrs was never EOiD‘ to cease. No
sooner is one disputed point settled than up
bobs another about 100 per cent more im-
portant than any of the previous omes. For
a long time we had the trouble about train-
ing expenses. Thet has at least for a time
been smoothed down. But now we have
apparently a more imporiant matter than
ever, beeause no less than sbont 300 boxers
have been expelled irom amateur ranks for
violating the rules of amnateurism. This is
doing things by wholesale certainly, and
the end is probably not vet, becanse some
of these expelled hoxers fiave been allowed
to perform &t various amatear clubs since
their expulsion. Taols makes the entertain-
ments professional if it does anything, and
theretore it will be in order to bounce these
ciubs bodily.

It is the A. A. U. that has done all this
“chycking out,”” and in my estimation thesy
have done pertectly right. The majority of
these boxers have fors long time been a
disgrace to amateurism and a greater one to
th¢ art of boxing. As boxers, asfaras
kuow, there is not one of them worthy the
name.  Some time age Dominick MeCafirey
told me that bhe never in hislite knew or
heard of such a collection of boxing frauds
as New York and vicinity was stocked with,
The standard was so bad that Deminick
was forced to turn ont and engage profes-
sionnls for the Manhattan Club entertain-
menis.

But bad as these alleged boxers were they
were preventing many a tolerably fair pro-
tessional boxer irom earning adollar or two,
Toese so-ealled amnieurs were receiving
par clandestinely 1o contest at amateur and
other athletic entertainments. They were
[-uuing as “‘pentlemen boxers™ and receiv-
ing “cut-rate’’ pay, while the poer profes-
sional, who was looked wpon as the
“bruiser,” had to stand by and get nothing.
This condition of things really econtinued
for a long timeand sll lovers ol the manly
art and of pure smateurism will be glad
that the A. A, U. has bad the nerve to call
& halt.

A WOELD-FAMOUS SCIENTIST -

Prof, Rllry, of Uncle Jorry’s Department,
Is Enown A!l Over the World,

At the head of modern economic ento-
mology stands Prof. C. V. Riley, the Gov-
ernment Entomologist of the United
States. Wherever, in the civilized world,
this science is studied, wherever intelligent
farmers endeavor to control the inseot ene-
mies of their crops, his name is known and
his writings studied. While holding high
rank as a seientist, he {s eminently practi-
eal. Not long ago the “fluted scale” was
doing immense injury to the eitrus fruit in
Southern California. Prof. Riley learned
that in its pative home in Australia it was
kept in check by its natural enemy, the
“lady bird"” or “lady buz.” So after great
effort Prof Riley introduced into California
hundreds of Australia’s lady birds; and now
the pest is being speedily reduced to harm-
lessness. His studies of the Hessian fly and
hop fiy in England had a direct bearing on

Prof. C. V. Riley,

English agriealtural prosperity, and he wus
elected an honorary member of the Royal
Agricultural Society aud also of the Ento-
mological Society of London. For his ser-
vices the French Government presented
hl-m whth a gold mednl, and honored him
with the Cross of the Legion of Honor.

Professor Riley was born in Chelgea,
England, and educated in Eogland, France,
and later at Bonn in Germany. Two pas
sions characterized his ecarly life—one was
his love of natural historv, the other of
drawing and painting. A love of travel led
him to the Unired States, and he settled on
a farm near Chicagzo. Here his attention
was directed to the injuries to eyops by in-
sects, and he soon hecame absorbed in the
study of practical entomology. Bome vedrs
ago Professor Riley presented the National
Mussum with his private collection of
115,000 pinned specimens—the labor of
25 years, and he has since built up arovnd
that nucleus a eollection that is unsurpassed
in America

A BATCH OF HORRORS

Overcrowded Japan a Great Sourcs for

YoroHAMA, April 20.—A tempest raged
along the coast of Nunoyospinimia, Awagun
and Chiba April 1, and of 30 fishing boats
out at the time, eight were wrecked and the
nthers had not been heard from to April 12
Nine bodies had been washed ashore Irom
the wrecked eraft. The steamer Tdzumeo
Marn, which was engazed in trading be-
tween Csemulpo and Fusan, struek a rock
at the entrance to an island in the Korean
Archipelagzo April 4 and sank. Of 50 per-
sons on board 13 were saved.

She may have been attracted by his fame
ns a writer, or his bsauty as a man, or by
the mysterious illusion of love which so
often impels women to marry the then least
suited to them, or it may have been the
biind ehanee which brings to o many a blank
in the lottery of marriage. But the honey-
moon destroyed the illusion, made the blank
a reality,and emphasized the faet that poets,
as a rule, are not fitted for genial, pleas-
ant companions. They have little or no
taste for the sweetness and happiness of
domestic life. Milton may have chosen his

most men do, He may have supposed, in
the plenitode of his brain power, that his
condescension in marrying her and his love,
such as he enuld feel for an inferior being,
would be duly apprecialed by her in the
way of & return of deferer.ce to his whims
ux entire submission to his will in all
things

He proposed to rule in all matters. He
intended to allow no impediment whatever
to interfere with his chosen pnrsuits. His
dignity did not suffer him to come down to
the small aflairs of life. He soared to the
sublime and lived upon the heights, while
he expected her to dig and delve to secufe
his daily comfort. Asa wite, she resented
his neglect. She grew weary of his harsh-
ness. She had no taste for beinz snubbed.
She found that a poet in domestie life was
mors of 4n inspired tyrant than an agree-
able companion. At the end of a month
she went home to her people, refused
to return, or to send any answers to
his demande. Then he poured out his soul
aod vented his rage in his writings upon di-
voree.

Experience Made Him No Wiser,

After some time they became reconciled,
and aceepted their lot in lite as hosband
and wife. The marriage was not a hanpy
one, but after this first wife's death Milton
showed himsell no wiser by virtue of this
experience than before, since he married
two others afterward without any happier
results He eMertained a low opin-
10n of the intellect of women, and Dr.
Johnson is authority for the statement
that he would not permit his asoghters to
learn to write.  However this may be, the
fact seems to be that his judgment belied
Ins brains, aud that his wives and danghters
hated him and complained muech of his
cruelty. One of his daughters, it is said,
on hearing that he was to be married the
third time, said that “his marriage was ne
news; the news would be his death.”
His domestic life was unhappy all the way
through, which shows that Milton in his
choice of wives exercised neither wisdom
nor ecommeon sense and that the wives in sc-

pting & poet, with all his genius and
Zm.n, iid not consider the eharacter of the
man, or else were deficient in the faculty of
managing him.

The inttiy celebrated poet, Robert Burns,
with his fitful flashes ot tic fire, his in-
tensity of passion and vividness of imagina-
tion, was not a husband to make a wife
bappy. His “Bonnie Jean™ had mneh to
be patient with, much to forgive and mach
to sufler. Domestic trouble of his own
making cast a clond over both their lives
The glow and fervor of his brilliant genius
were only egualed by the intensity of his
disgust with the straits of poverty, and the
goi-ppeintment of his most cherished

prees Th~ Case of Lord Byrom.

Poor Byron's story is well known. He
was stern, stoieal and revengeful. He mar-
ried more through motives ot revenge than
love. Duty, self-control, respectability
were English virtues he refused to recoz-
nize. Morbid, quarrelsome, ernieal, he
poured out his wrath upon his wite without
stint.  Their tempers were incompatible.
He rebelled with all the passionate fury of
8 great genius against the restraints of
domestic lite snd the conventionalities of
society. All the miseries of a3 mad mar-
riage were realized to the full by both of
them. At the end of a year they scpar-
ated never to meet agein. What she saw in
him beyond the poer, who ean tell ?

Shellev made a blander in his first mar-
riage. Poets, they say, fall in love with
the ideal womaun, not the real one, bence
comes the oft repeated stutement that
“great poets who marry are uniformly un-
happy in domestie hfe.” Women who
marry men of genius do so through senti-
ment, and soom find the end of their illu-
sions. No man, says Madame de Savigne,
is a hero to his valet, and ne poet or genius
isa demigod to his wite aiter she has dis-
covered how he ecan grumble over his din-
per, smd make himself generally disagree-
able as & crunk full of tantrums. There is
hardly a marriage made phat the Mrs Grun-
dies do uot hold up their baods and wag
their tongues to nak what on earth the wan
saw in that wowsan to attract him. A beau-
titul woman never weds that there are not
hundreds of the brethiren to wonderand ask
what possessed her to waste Ler loveliness
on that “stupid ehump."

Juhn Wesley's Unhappy Marriage,

What did Jobu Wesley with all his gifts
of grace aud genius and powers of judgment
see in the Widow Vizelle? That he made
an awfal blunder is shown by the fact that

that their in.elicitous marriage was lollowed
by a separation that in those days was con-
siderad a deep discrace.: Somepody says
that it is doubtiul it 8 man ever exercises
his brain power in his choice of o wite. He
may be an adept in reading men, but & total
failure wnén il comes to women. He may
be attrscted by beauly of forw or tace, but
when it cowes to appiying his judgment to
discerning charncter he most frequently
proves himseit to be a bliundorhend.

The sane iveapneity and lack of faculty
is noted as apeculiarity in men of genius
in the f tof busi It would
seem as if they could not bring their lofty
souls down te the everyday details of liv-
ing. Oliver Goldsmith, with his knowledga
of tife, his wealth of intellectual attain-
ments—of whom Dr. Jobnsen said:
“Whether we take him as & poet, & comic
writer or a historian he stands in the first
olasz—was by Walpole ss

do credit to his brains is not known. It is
very cerfain that after she saw
very little in him for
ovér. While the world' was sounding
praises she discounted them at home by
preciation. She mortified him in publie by
saving she did not understamd what they
saw in his books toadmire so much. To
her they were tiresome. As they grew
older they graw apart, and finally became so
unbappy they had to sgparate.

The Case of Connt Tolstol.

But the man of letters now, it would sp-
pear. who most distinguithes himself for
queernes aod fanaticism is Tolstol., Ar-
rayed in the ordinary dress of a peasant, he
works in the fields as a day laborer, and de-
votes his leisure hours while entertaining
friecnds in his wife's drawing room to cob-
bling and making shoes, and—as & friend
‘zkes ocvasion to remark—rvery poor shoes
at that. As related by George Kennan, he
has rather a contempt for his earlier novels,
whieh first brought him into fame, and is
now engaged in the promotion of his re-
ligions ideas, which he bases upon a literal
accepdance of the Sermon on the Mount.
He ardently upholds that mueh talked-of,
but so lictle practiced, doctrine of the
“brotherhood of man,” and finds fanls with
the United States for ¢rushing the Mormons
with oppressive laws, and for forbidding
Chinese immizration. He stoutly main-
tains that the Chinese have as much rizht
in this country as Amaricans themselves,
even it they should come over in such num-
bers 8s to completely enslave the countrv.
He also professes enmplete disbelief in Cal-
vinistic total deprarity, and aleo Darwinian
devalopment, which he describes as a ““great
deception.”

That his peculiar views are not shared by
his wife and part of his family is well
known. It can well be believed that a wifs
who is the mother of his 15 children can
hardly do other than resent his sentiments
as expressed in the “Kreutzer Sonata” on

the subjeet of love and marriage. He _ -

seems to share the old ascetio ides that
women are a “‘painted evil,"”” and that they
beautify and adorn themselves, not for love
of men, but to lure and ensnare to theinde
struction the innocent brethren.

How He Huml lates His Wife,

Like John Bunvan, who was prepared to
give up wife and children and reduece them
to poverty rather than stop denouncing the
established church and a prayer-book clergy,
Tolstoi does not scruple to bdnf onhappi-
ness into his home by promulgating the ab-
surd idea that women are responsible for ail
the evil in the world—1hat mornl disintegra-
tion, causing materialism, is entirely their;
fault. He sonounces that “99 per cent of
married people have s heil npon rarth sod
this he!l cannot be improved” —that “‘mur-
riaze nowadays is a deceit—a compulsion™
—that by this method of the age of to-
day woman is ‘s slave that Is being mar-
keted, and that she is out ever huntiog for
aman.” What wife would not feel hersell
jonsulted by such sentiments held by her'
husband and puoblicly expressed. Before
Tolstoi was married “‘he be had
oullin:lf all lliuﬁm uu: had !‘dmo mr':h‘::
dregs fife." n he tr
With every year says a friend of the
family, he beeomuium exiremes ;: :i‘:
views. He maintains supremscy
honse and has reduced all the living to the:
utmost simplieity.

“All refinements of speech sod manner,™
eays this writer, “have become sintul in bis
eves. Every morning he nrislen with ng;

Not loong
announcesd that as his works were Io;'é:m
humanity, be wonld no longer take money,
for them. Witha family of 15 children
such lass of means would be serious, so
Madame Tolstoi had to eonsult friends and
lawyers who advised her totakeall of
the business aflairs into her own hands as
much as possible. His writings, after the
fashion of the ;'K‘:"r::x; Sonta™ h;:

What is the strangest
about him is that his ‘“Kreotzer
Sonata' written to support the teachiogs of
Christ, as he savs, was yet raled out of the
mails by Mr. Wanamaker, and off the book
counters by, the censor of morals in New
York, while most of his later works are
under the ban in Russia, much to his regret,
as through them he hoped to do much
the regeneration of that country.
